• LOCATION 

The Winkler Bible School is located in the town of Winkler, 
in Southern Manitoba. It is approximately 80 miles southwest of 
Winnipeg. Daily bus service between Winkler and Winnipeg is 
maintained.

CAMPUS ACTIVITIES 


• Students Standards 

All students are obligated to maintain a high standard of Christian 
conduct as is becoming of Christian men and women. Questionable 
amusements, card playing, dancing, theatres of any kind, use of tobacco 
and intoxicants are prohibited. The students are further expected to 
submit to spiritual admonition, exhortation and correction. The school 
reserves the right to dismiss any student who will not conform to the 
spiritual and ethical standards of Christian conduct as accepted by the 
school. 


• Practical Work 

A supervised practical work program is an integral part of training 
offered by the Winkler Bible School. The students are urged to engage 
in some form of Christian activity during their training period. The 
activities are the following: visitation in the hospitals and in the homes 
for the aged, personal work, Sunday School teaching, house visitation 
in homes of the poor and the sick, weekly evangelistic services in school 
and surrounding areas, programs in school districts, mission stations and 
churches. 


# Gratis Work 

Besides their missionary activities, the students are also required to 
give some of their time to the school for services which will be arranged 
by the student supervisors. This arrangement fosters the spirit of 
cooperation and sacrificial service, making diversion possible and helps 
to reduce the operating cost of the school. This type of work has been 
carried on by the students for many years and has worked out satis¬ 
factorily. 


# Publication of the School 

Every year the students, under the supervision of the faculty, 
produce a yearbook, which gives a general review of all activities and 
life of the school.

• Admission of Students 

The school accepts students of approved Christian character. A 
student must fill out an official application form and return it to the 
school. Credit will be given for Bible Courses completed at other recog¬ 
nized schools. Students who have completed Junior or Senior Matricu¬ 
lation will be admitted to the Second Year Program. 


• Graduation of Students 

Upon completion of the General Bible Course a student is eligible 
to receive the School Diploma. Students who expect to graduate, must 
give evidence of Christian character, soundness of doctrine and they 
must also satisfactorily complete the prescribed courses from which they 
expect to graduate. 


# Requirements for the Evangelical Teacher Training Association 

As of 1964 the "Evangelical Teacher Training Association requires 
that only those students who have completed Junior Matriculation 
and who have completed the requirements of the courses of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association are eligible for the 
E.T.T.A. Teachers Diploma. 

+ Students who do not meet with the full diploma requirements and 
who have completed the requirements of the courses of the 
E.T.T. Association are eligible to receive the Advanced Teachers 
Certificate of the Evangelical Teacher Training Association. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


• WHAT TO BRING 

For your rooms you will need a pillow, quilts or blankets, all 
bed linen, bed spreads, curtains, and other personal equipment that 
you may desire. Chairs, tables, bedsteads and mattress are supplied 
in the dormitories. Special arrangements must be made in private 
homes. 

Also bring your Bible (German and English), Bible dictionary, 
standard dictionary, and other reference books which may be in 
your possession. 

• DRESS 

Bible School students should dress with becoming modesty at 
all times. Simple serviceable clothing is desirable. At all public 
meetings representing the school, students should dress becomingly; 
ladies are expected to appear in three-quarter or full-length sleeves. 

• THE LIBRARY 

The Winkler Bible School has more than 1,600 volumes in its 
library. The importance of research work is recognized, and therefore 
the school is concerned about the continual increase of the number 
of books on the various subjects which are taught in this institution. 
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FINANCIAL INFORMATION 


The Winkler Bible School is supported by the Mennonite Brethren 
Churches of Manitoba. Tuition fees, room and board are kept at a 
minimum in order to make it possible for worthy students to attend. 
Student fees only cover partially the actual expense of operating the 
school. The remainder of the expenses are subsidized by the Manitoba 
Mennonite Brethren Conference. 

The School Year is divided into two semesters of 14 weeks each. 
Students who pay the entire amount for the semester on the day of 
registration are entitled to a 5% discount.

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DESCRIPTION OF COURSES 


I DEPARTMENT OF BIBLE 

111 Genesis 

This course includes the study of Creation, Fall of Man, and 
the History of the Patriarchs. 

112 Exodus 

This course emphasizes the Exodus of Israel, the Decalogue and 
the Tabernacle. 

113-114 Bible Synthesis 

This course is designed to give the student an insight into the 
general contents of the Bible of each book as a whole, as well as 
its relation to other books of the Bible. 

115-116 New Testament Bible 

The Gospel of Matthew and John are analyzed and studied in 
relation to the times and work of Christ. 

117 Bible Analysis 

This is an analytical study of Philippians and Philemon; 

118 Scripture Memorization 

Scripture verses and passages which relate to the Christian life 
are required to be committed to memory. 

211-212 Life of Christ. 

A study of the historic events in the life of Christ based on the 
harmony of the Gospels. 

213 Acts. 

The origin, nature and growth of the Christian Church and the 
doctrines and missionary activities of Peter and Paul as well as 
their associate workers are carefully studied in this course. 

214 I & II Thessalonians, and Ephesians. 

An analytical study is made of these epistles. 

215-216 Poetical Books. 

A study of the Psalms and Job. 

218 Historical Books. 

This study is designed to acquaint the student with the Kings of 
Judah and Israel and the social and religious conditions of the 
times. 
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220 Major Prophets. 

This is a study of the prophets Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Hezekiel, 
their times and in particular their Messianic prophecies. 

311-312 General Epistles. 

An exegetical study is made of I and II Peter; I, II, and III John, 
James and Jude. 

313 Romans. 

An exegetical study of the great doctrines of Law and Grace, Sin, 
Justification and the Christian life is stressed in this course. 

314 Hebrews. 

This is a detailed study of the book of Hebrews. It is viewed in 
the light of the Old Testament in its relation to the Book of 
Leviticus. 

315 Philippians and Prayers of the Bible. 

This is an analytical study of Philippians and a study of the great 
prayers of the Bible. 

316 Minor Prophets. 

A study of the times and messages of the Prophets. Emphasis is 
placed on the development of the prophetic ministry of the Old 
Testament. 

317 I and II Corinthians. 

In this course the problems of the Church are viewed in the light 
of these Epistles. 

318 Daniel and Revelation. 

An understanding of the Book of Daniel is essential in order to 
appreciate the whole prophetic message of the Bible. 

Revelation—an analysis of the Apocalypse enables the student 
to understand and appreciate more fully the coming events of 
the future. 

319 An analytical study of I and II Timothy and Titus. 

In this course special emphasis is placed on the minister and his 
ministry. 

320 Poetical Books. 

Many practical applications to daily life may be gleaned from this 
study of the Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and Song of Solomon.

II DEPARTMENT OF THEOLOGY 


121-122 Doctrine I. 

An introductory study of the basic doctrines of faith. 

222 Doctrine II. 

The doctrines of God, of Christ, of the Holy Spirit, of Man, of 
Salvation, of the Church, the Scriptures, Angels, Satan, and Last 
Things are included in this basic course. 

322 False Cults. 

This study equips the student to recognize teachings which are 
contrary to the Bible and enables him to withstand those who propa¬ 
gate false teachings. 


Ill DEPARTMENT OF HISTORY 

131 Bible Geography. 

This course offers a practical study of Bible lands in the light 
of the events of the Bible. 

231-232 Church History. 

This study is designed to furnish the student with a good general 
knowledge of the outstanding events, men and movements in the 
life of the Christian Church from the time of Christ to the present 
day. 

233 M.B. History and Missions. 

This course is designed to acquaint the student with the history 
of the M.B. Church and the growth of M.B. Missions. 

331 History of Evangelism. 

A study of the great Revivals of the entire Christian Era. Emphasis 
is placed on the principles and methods of Evangelism. 

332 Mennonite History. 

A course which deals with the origin and the development of the 
Mennonite Church. A special study is made of the doctrines and 
practices of various branches which are distinctive in character. 
The Mennonite Brethren Church is included in this study. 

333-334 History of Missions 

A study of the rise and development of Christian Missions from 
the Apostolic times to the present day. 
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IV DEPARTMENT OF PRACTICAL THEOLOGY 

341-342 Homiletics 

This study deals with the principles which aid in the proper 
preparation and effective delivery of sermons. 

344 Personal Evangelism. 

This course provides the student with basic knowledge useful in 
personal soul winning. 


V DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

152 Biographical Studies. 

This course is designed to acquaint the student with early Church 
leaders, Church Fathers, Reformers; and Missionaries. 

154 Story Telling and Public Speaking. 

251 Christian Education. 

Child Study and S.S. Administration. 

a) Child Study: An examination of the growth and development 
of the child from infancy to adolescence. 

b) S.S. Administration. 

This study deals with the organization and administration of the 
Sunday School and its various departments. 

252 Psychology. 

An introductory course studying human behavior. 

351 Principles of Teaching. 

A general survey of the principles, aims and methods of teaching 
in Sunday School. 
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VI DEPARTMENT OF MUSIC 


161 Introduction to Music. 

& 261 A Course designed to acquaint the student with the rudiments 
of music, various types of music, instrumental and vocal, as well 
as a brief history of outstanding composers, oratorios and hymns. 
Sample recordings for appreciation will be heard. 

262 Conducting. 

Various forms of conducting are studied and students are given 
practice in conducting in class and in congregational singing. 

263-264 Music Theory. 

A course designed to prepare the student for the Toronto grade 2 
examination. If time permits, a study of the basis of harmony will 
be given. 

361 Hymnology. 

A historical survey is made of the hymn literature of the Christian 
Church from ancient days to the present day.
